Firstly, Applicants maintain that the finality of the Office Action is is error. Applicants state that "Applicants' earlier Application" is not the 
language of the Form Paragraph 7.42.09. Applicants' agument is not understood. It is maintained that the finality of the Office Action is 
proper under MPEP 706.07(b). Applicants have not amended the claims, and are merely reiterating prior arguments. Thus, first action 
finality is appropriate. If Applicants are saying that a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) does not qualify as "Applicants' earlier 
Application" for purposes of MPEP 706.07(b), then that position is traversed. 

Secondly, Applicants merely reiterate prior arguments. It is maintained that score levels obtained by a classification system are not 
elements of the claims. Applicants' Specification also discloses adaptation via likelihoods, and the Specification does not even disclose 
adaptation of the classification system by score levels. Further, a feature space is an element of the classification system because the 
classification system resides in the feature space. Thus, adaptation of the feature space is a way of adapting the classification system. 
Applicants state that it is well known that a covariance is not a derived function of a classification system. However, this is not at all well 
known. Moreover, the Office Action states that it is the log likelihood discriminant function, not the covariance, which is the derived 
function. 
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
